The new 
programme, while not apecMcally 
tataading tbe nature ot tbla work, 
ealla for aa iatenalffeathHi of it, ao 
that tha diaabled men WIU raoeive 
more opportunities for amuaamant.

"The peak of Government hos- 
pitalization work." Dr. E. W. Buck- 
ley, supreme physician of the K. of 
C . states In the ofllcial K. of C. an- 
nouncement, "will nol be reached 
before 192S. This means that at 
least until that time we shall have 
as legitimate proteges of the Gov- 
ernment hundreds and thousands ot 
nan who bore the brunt ot the na- 
tioB'a lighting In the war. Plana 
have been earefally made toward 
the end of reatortng tbaaa oaaaa. 
thoroughly cured, to civilian Ufa 
within the next ten years. This may 
appear to bp a long time for tbe 
war to be remembered, but the war 
will not be forgotten economleidljr 
until thp last Liberty bead la ra- 
ti ee med."
